Democrat Lcally-inittied and tmstworttiy German editors find publiahora hav« 
established a solid core of independent and democratic nflwDpapera in the U.S. area 
of occupation* They have been eocouraged to njaintaln their independence end 
o"bJeotivity against all attacks aod to resist the enc roachiaent of gorernment or of 
other special Interest sroi^>fl and protect their right to bring the news of Genoany 
and the world to the people of Genoany and to comaent tipoo it. 

Controls whioh were imposed irhen the papers were first established in 
order to conserve scarce tnatepials, supplies, and equijEoent and in order to train 
editoraj publishers, and Journalists in tbe tradition of a democratic, free press 
have beeo progressively lifted do that for two ye<irs at least the U-3, Zone haA 
had a "nearly" free press* The eventual goal has been from the start an absolutely 
free press to the eartent that this condition obtains in the United States and 
Great Britain or other deiooor^tic countries. 

Steps have been taJcen by Military Government to insure tenijre of nnrs* 
paper publishers in the plants they now ot^oupy for a period of five to el^t yearo* 
It is believed that within that time, the publishers should be able to acquire 
their own plants or make satisfactory voluntOLiy long-term ajrrangements with plant 
owners* 

Biblishers' and Journalists' associations have been encouraged and 
assisted to become effective instruments in protecting and advancing the interests 
of the press* 

Military Government has sought the passage of press laws which wilX 
protect press freedom and the ri^ht of the German people to full infonmtion on 
the affairs of government and In other fields and has sought to prevent the- 
passage of laws which would bAii^er and restrict or destroy the right to full 
exercise of those freedoms. 

The Establishment of a Potentially Pamocratio Press after Hostilities 

The program planned In the field of press before T-S Xkay was based on 
the fffi^t that the Tfazis had crushed the o^ipooitloa press; forced democratlo 
editors. Journalists, and publlshecs Into exile, retirement, or conoentratioft 
camps; acquired fioaoeial control of newspapers and press facilities; diotated 
the meJctt-i^ and content of papers, and channeled all news through govemaQital or 
semi-official press agencies* 

The first step was to wipe out the propaganda press which the Nazis had 
set up and to suspend and abolish the approximately 1,5^ Nazi newspapers still 
being published up to T-B Dey, This was done by promulgation of Ullitaiy Govern- 
ment Lot 131, which closed down existing German infonnatton services as the Allies 
advanced into Geraiany tn ICareh and April 1945* After V-E D^, this measure todc 
effect in all of Germany occupied by the Western Allies. The second step was to 
fill the gap left l^ abolition of the newspapers and news agencies through pro- 
gressive establishment Of allied amp publioationa in order that ililitaiy Gcverrw 
ment instructLons and Information could be caraiunicated to the German people and 
in order that the news of the world and of the war, withheld or distorted for so 
long, could again be placed before German readers* At the sarae tijv, expert 
tcttos began the search for democratically-minded editors, Journalists and pub- 
lishers aod seized usable Nazi printing plants, newsprint and news facilities* 

As the actual llceasLng program of Uilitary GcFverxttient got under way, 
first at Aachen, before 7*^ Day, and then throughout all of the U.S. Zone and In 
Berlin, the arm? papers were progrosa ively closed down, until finally only one 
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remaijied. Die H&ue 2eituDg - atill 'being pubiisbed in ifiinLcb as an official Military 
Government aonal newspaper, with an editton published in Berlin, The licensing 
program, which began with establishment of the Frankfurter Rundschau on 31 July 
1945j has been virtually conipleted. There aro now ^6 U.S. -licensed newspapers in 
the U,S, Zone and Berlin, with a. conibined circulation of approxiioately 4,200,000* ^ 
There are competing newspapers in seven cities. The 56 newspapers own and operate 
cooperatively the licensed news agency, Deutsche Nachrichteo Agentur (DHtt.), which 
has an incoming file of some 130,000 words daily and an outgoing news file of 
30,000 words dally; a weekly feature file of 30,000 words, and a photo service. 

The Ittilitarv Goyejnment Mission 

The mission of Militajry Govemment in the field of press, as planned aod 
applied to date, is as follows: 

L To help democrat Lcally-minded and trustworthy Gexioau publishers ai^ 
editors to build aJi objective, free, democratic press in the U.S. Zone In Germany 
and to prevent the reeurjance of Nazism, nilitarism, racisja, pen-Germanism, or 
nationalism in the newspaper and news agencg' field* g/ 

2. To discourage and prevent any atten?it of governmODt or special 
interest groups to aeice control of the press, 

3, To observe the operation of the Gennan press and tUe ISHi news 
ttgeDcy through post-publication scrutiny with a view to assuring that the 
objectives in paras* 1 and 2, above, are not being disregarded, 

4> To use the authority of iffUltaiy Govemment to strengthen the 
economic and oonmunt-^ position of the deiaocratic press and safeguard it as far 
as possible against atte::^ts to destr^ it in order to revive a press nwre to 
the liking of Nazis, militarists, racists and nationalists, and groups whose 
special interests desmnd a subaerrlent presA. 

3* To encourage an Independent press, unsubsidized by any group, whether 
political, economic, or governmental, and to encourage factual reporting with 
sban> separation between news and opinion* 

6t To encourage such free flow of newspapers, news agency files and 
correspondents throughout the whole of Genoary as is ocmpatlblo with the 
occupation and the newsprint production* ^ To encourage Ger-tan editors, 
publishers, and Journalists to establish contact with pUbliehera, editors, 
and Journalists of other countries and to sponsor visits outside Germany an 
part of a reorientation and trainijig program* 

7* To conserve and channel to best use German-produced newsprint and 
printing plants and supplies, 

8, To enciourage and assist the newspaper publishers' asscciatiomto 
become effective instruments in protecting press interest against attack or 
encroachment by government or special Interest groups and to encourage and 
assist the press to develq? Jcumallatlc training projects* 

9* To guard against the proioul^tion of laws which would hamper aM 
harrass and sulrvert or destroy a free press and to encourage the passage of lews 
which will protect press freedco and Independence. (HOTS; itaterial set forth in 
points 1 to 9 is €ocpanded on tte following pages.)

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Heplacement of anqsr newspapers \tj licensed Gorman newsp^^ers wob planned 
aikd carried out bjr the end of 15^4$ on the theory that only Gennana ooald effectively 
reeduaate and reorient the Germans. Sditora, publishers, and key personnel were 
sought, screened, and selected on the basis of their positive and concrete records 
of opposition to Ifaaism. Heaponsibillty was placed apon publishers for the 
political clearance of all but the tcey mecibers of their staffs, 

Oerman HesDOnalbLlitj 

Although It had been planned to institute a system of pre-publication 
censorship for a trial period, this plan was abandoned with licensing of the 
flrat newspaper at Frankfurt on 31 July 1945 and never put into effect, German 
publishers and editors from the beginning itere made solely i-espoosible for the 
content of their neiHspapers, but there was close post-piiblication scrutiny 
followed "bj verbal and written naminga, corrections, reprimands and commendationa, ^ 
The method of placiiag sole responsibility on German editors and publishers at an 
earJj period, together with the advice and training given by Press Officers of 
iJilitaiy Government, led to a rapid developnent of the press in the D.3, area of 
occupation as compared with the press in other zones. The quality of the news- 
p^ers was higher, and it was possible to rolajc manjr controls at an earlier date 
than was possible in the other aones as the U,3. -licensed piiblishers proved ncre 
and more capable of accepting the responsibility given them* 

The attempt wtus to establish real newspapers, not Military Govemmsnt 
gazettes, since otherwise the papers would soon discredit themselves with the 
German people- They are German newsp^ers and the publishers frcm the first 
have been told that they wore working toward the time when Gorman? 'ould have a 
cconpletely free press. 

FroblttBB^^ SioQi ytered in listablishing a^earlj-Pree* Prft^s 

Uilitajy Govenment has been guided throughout by the realisatico that 
a German press formed merely in the image of the occt^ter ipould collapse when the 
occupation ended* There were disadvantageo. Military Government and Amerioan 
news had to take its place in the ccn^jetitive news field with all other ners. 
Occasionally it seemed that some German publishers and editors, taking out 
political "insurance" for the future, when the occupation was ended or relaxed, 
gave less play to Milttaiy Government and American nows than the news warranted* 
The Director of Information Services Division called attention to this situation 
in December 15^4^ nhen he told the newspaper publleherst *1 suggest that, in the 
editorial evaluation of neira, the mere fact of the occupation In this specific 
acne should not be counted as a factor which will give the occupier less consider- 
ation than is given to others. There are other ways of demonstrating your 
Independence." But the advantages of bringing Military Government policies dji 
Germany into- line with long-establlahed Imerican policies with respect to freedom 
of expression, free access to infoimation, and free eichange of opinions and 
ideas outweighed the disadvantages even in occupied Geimany. Tha most obvious 
advantage, of course, was that politically clean and courageous editona and 
publishers, who insisted upon their right to run independent, objective, and 
outspoken newspapers under an cccupation, perhaps could be counted on to with- 
stand pressure frcm Germsn governmental, political, economic, and clerical groi^ps 
when the occupation was relaxed or ended. 

It was inevitable that thertf would be an early and continuous clash 
between the new German press and German politicians and govenmental off icialjs^

free, denccratic press. It was this tradition of a press irhioh would establish 
itself in Genoon^ as a quasi<-publLO institution and remain Independent of political 
pariy ties and economic interests, free to "bring all the news and to cojonent ^Jipoa 
it, that Uilitaiy Qov&rrtiasnt sought to create. The attacks of Genoaa political 
par^ politicians and governneiital officials upon the new Gennan press bare been 
sharp and bitter; their deroands for a political party press insistent* Atteiupts 
have been made in the various Xcmda to institute a form of press ceiisorship tij 
setting up governmental press bureaus and channeling all governmental news throu^ 
them. The right of the press to ocament Mpoa pendijig legislation ifss even 
challenged at one tiiaa« 

Military Gorenment has encouraged and supported the press in Its pro- 
tection of the right of the press and Genoan public to full &nd. free infonnation 
on the affairs of govemjnent. General Clay stated in a letter to the Director 
of Militaiy Goventtnent of ffuerttoiabers-Baden tn March 19431 "^he German newspapers 
were established and supported and given en extraordinary measure of freedom and 
responsibility because we bellere that there should be a free flow of news and 
information to the people of Gennanyj particularly on natters connected with the 
building of democratic gOTemment. If the newspapers of the U.S. Sone fail to 
carry out what is a major task of any newspaper end fail to report fully on what 
their govemnents are doing, as well as wbat their governments are not doing, 
they cease to be quasi-public institutions and betray their trust* This is a 
t»ic-way process, though^ and I have been disturbed at various times by the 
failure of German governmental officials to understand that the people of Germai:Qr 
have a right to know what they are plaruiing, vhat they are doing, and what they 
are failing to plan or do* kt various tunes, Genoan govermjental of fie laid have 
attempted to channel news of government through a preas bureau oenaorship; gcvera- 
ment officiala have failed to hold press conferences and meet the press frankly 
and freely, and have resented criticism wbich la the normal lot of office-holdera 
In ftTQT ddaxracy** 

miita^ Gcnfernmept Controls and Res tr ic_t t c^is 

In order to prevent the new press frora falling into the hands of political, 
financial, or other special interests. Military Govemmant restricted licensing to 
individual Germans and banned the holding of a financial interest in the paper by 
persons or groups other ttian the licensees themselves. Because the primai? desire 
was to establish independent papers which would not be subservient to government 
or special political or eocnomic interests and also because of a shortage of news- 
print, printing facilities, snd supplies, Military Government banned the licensing 
of political pariy newspapers at least until a solid nucleus of an independent press 
could be established and also until the German econoi^ could achieve increased 
production of newsprint and printing equipnent* 

With Irt^rovement in production, resulting from currency reforoi and 
general recovery. Military Government offered to abandon its present licensing 
system, contingent upon the passage of preas laws in the various Lands which would 
protect freedom of the press and prevent government or other domination of the 
press. ^ Thus far, only I^nd Bremen has passed such a l^w, which has not yet 
been approved*

export credits* Although Uiilltary Government press control officers had helped 
to found ICSfA, and had supervised its output during the first 15 months of its 
existence from the day of licenaing,a policy of post- transmlsa Ion scrutiny was 
established and respons lb Lli-^ was placed on the German manageiaent of HEMA for 
the content of the news file* liilitary Government press officers reniained at 
IQIjL to dbserre and guide its operation along accepted news agency llaes and to 
©□force miitaiy Government regulations until July 1348, when the Press Section 
staff was reduced to one press officer and his functions changed to those of 
obserration, liaison, and assistance in tr«.lning the Gerorta staff in news agency 
techniques. The majority of the Gcnaan oofwspaper publisher-owners of DHUl 
recognize that the news agenoy nest remain independent of political domination and 
that the news and feature files inust be objective and factual. One evidence of 
this is that in discussions for a merger of the British Zone news agency, Deutscher 
Presse Dienst C^HJ), and lEEli, the IffiSA representatives refused to entertain 
proposals that the Hellachreiier'bo turned aver to the Deutsche B^at and that the 
merged agency accept financial assistance frcm German goremment and become a 
semi-official goyerrmental news agenoy, Military Governnent has stated that the 
question of the oserger is one for deteimination by the Genoans, atibject to Ullitary 
Government approvsJ. of ai^ agreement reaoh.ed* 

miltary Govermient controls in connection with the operations of the 
German press have been progressively relaxed throughout the past three and a half 
years* As indicated above, pre-publication scrutiny of papers and pre- transmission 
acrutiqr of the J)EIii news file, although planned, were never put into effect, ffith 
the licensing of i£HA in October 194^, restrictions on news sources were also 
lifted; GerToan newspapers were perjiitted to use other world news agencies. Pull 
responsibiliiy for the content of the U,3, -licensed papers was placed upon the 
llcenaeea. Within the limits of ■ general ACA and :Jilitarj Government legislation 
and directives, thty were free to exercise their editorial Judgment- All efforts 
to increase the nuniier of news sources by peimitting entrance of foreign news 
agencies ^^ nd publications into Germany were encouraged and approved* All major 
news agencies of the United States, Great Britain, and Prance, as well as others 
frcrn Switaerland, and other European countries, are now dealing directly or through 
CHU with the nerwspapera. The only restrictions are on disposal of the Deutsche 
mark earnings of the foreign news asencies in Germany, Controls have been lifted 
on the amount of adrertising space of pages permitted per weei, frequency per 
week, and circulation, This was a result of the derationing of newsprint which 
nnde the procurement ctf newsprint the problem of the publisher and no longer a 
concern of Military Government* Currency reform and impJTived production provided 
increased supplies of newsprint so that newspapers increased their pages per wedc 
from an average of 12 to 24 and 30 and acmetimes more. There are new 20 papers 
appearing six times wedcly, 3 five times weekly, 8 four times weekly and 25 three 
times weekly. What the publishers do with the newsprint they get In this regard

Until the siuoaer of 19h6t tho shortage of newsprint was the datermining 
factor IQ shaping the German proas* This shortage detettalned the licezising program; 
the make-i^, eixe, frequonoy axid clrcalatiOD of the peters; forced the iji5>oaitlon 
of controls in the allocatlcn of paper and Ita uae and maa a key factor in aelectliig 
licecseea to run the papera siDO« it vas necessary to choose several licenae«a -vith 
varying political points of view rather than single lloenoeeo with a single 
political point of view beoauae for a long tiao no more than one p*^r could be 
established in a given GOitaami'tja Too much nsnaprint vas required and too little 
was available. For three years la^st nevspapers appeared twice or three times 
weekly, were restricted to 3, 12 or li^ pe-S^'^ weekly, vere unable to fill the demand 
for siibscriptions or for advertlBing, were reatricted to defined circulation areas, 
could dispatch only a token circulation to other zonea« Diiring this period, de- 
creased newsprint procUiiqtlon forced two cuts in n^vsprint allocation which placed 
the newspapers below the bare minimum requirements. 

IThe effect of all this on the development of the iww Geroan proas has 
been alj^at incalculable, partleularly in the task of reeduoation and aroorlontatifti. 

It w&s not until currency refom and the removal of newsprint froa the 
rationed list of scarce German products that German newspapers could increase 
frequency and pages per week to the point that they could begin to fUnotico like 
real newspapers Instead of weeklies or semi-wedJ.ies* The new situation permitted 
the removal of aoat of the controls, including those on boslneas and financial 
management, which Kilttary Government had been forced to maintain for three years 
while the German tconcsny waa stru^ling back on its feet, Bp-en with ui^rovemont 
In the neraprlnt aitaaticn, some papers will have to await Improvement In the pro- 
duction of printing equipment before they can move into the daily newspaper class* 
Other papers have had to struggle aloa^ without auffloient tr&lned newapaper meo 
becauae it was held inadvisable to lower political standards to the point which 
would penait retucri of Kaal propagandiste to k^ Jobs In the field of jcurnaliJHB* 
First consideration was to establish on as finn a footing as possible a nucleus 
of denwcratlcally minded Journalists who could be trusted to fight for a deisacratto 
Gonnaiiy, Military Govenment believes that this has been done and that the removal 
of controls has kept pace with the progress newapaper editors and publishers have 
made toward full freedom and full reBponaibillty, 

|jewBgapet^ ^!vLn t inq Plants 

One major problem which has confronted Ullitary Government has been the 
question of the ejttent to which newspaper licensees could be protected In their 
possession of newspaper printing plants wtoich were seized at tho end of hostilities, 
put under illHtary Govemnient property control, and then turned over to newspaper 
licensees for their use at a rental fee, 

iiost if not all of the newspaper licensees of the new German press were 
not the owners of the plants In whloh their papers are published. Also they were 



It is customary in Gennar^ for dailies to appear sir times a weefc (Tuesday 
through SundayJ, with no issue on Mondays and the day after ijiy>ortant holidays* 
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unable during the Ifazi regime to 3a.ve enough laonej to invest in the needed facilities, 
assumi^ that these, in view of the ruined German econoQi7, vould have been readily 
available after the war# 

PotTiier Naat ownerB of printing plants, hoping for eventual clearance 
under denaaif ication laws and waiting for the tiine when they could start their own 
newspapers, for the loost part refused to enter into contracts for purchase or ose 
of their plants. High taxes prevented aoat publishers from accumulating the 
capital needed. 

Uilitaiy Goyernnient attejupted to meet this problan in two ways* In 1945, 
all newspapers were required to pay into a special fund 20 percent of gross receipts 
as payment for the many serrices provided by Military Goveranient* This fund 
eventually reached the total of sane M 58,000,000, In 1547, payment Into this 
fund was stopped and from It grants-in-aid were made to the newspapers and to a 
cooperative which the publishers created for the pirpose of assisting newspapers 
to acquire plants and equipment as the opportunity offered. 

At the same tiiae, Military Government on 1 April 1947 issued a directive, 
"Interim Procedure for the Retention by Property Control of Certain I*roperties 
Operated ly Inforrnation Control licensees, " ^ applying to property oiroed by former 
Kazis who had been eionerated by denaElficatlon tribunala or against whom sanctions 
were iJi^JOfled which did not include confisca.tion of the property in question, 1^ 
order to encourage the negotiation of fairliy long term lease-contracts, since 
fonoer Haai owners refused to negotiate such leases, lillitary Government on 20 
Septeni>er 1947 issued a directive entitled, "Advance Notice of Jlmendment to Title 
21 - Procedure for the Retention or Taking of Property Control Cuato^ of Certain 
Properties Operated or Required for Operation by newspaper Iiicensees of the Infor- 
mation Control Division." 2/ 

Doder this directive, property held in property control custody waa to be 
released as scon as voluntary leasee had been executed between plant owners and 
publishers, A pujat)er of voXunta^ leases were negotiated. To laeet those cases in 
which the former owner refused to negotiate, it was provided that mandatory l^asea 
could be iniposed where It became clear that a voluntary les^e could not be executed- 
The cUaration of the mandatory lease waa for an initial period of five years beginning 
from the date of final approval of the lease, with the provision that If three 
months before expiration it is proved to the satisfaction of Military Governiaent 
that the publisher has been unable to obtain other newspaper printing facilities 
and these are not available or obtainable, the lease shall be extended for an 
additional period of three yearSt Pa^Tment of a fair rental was required, with pro- 
vision for revision of rental fees. 

Thia directive induced the signing of a nuniber of voluntary leases in 
the fall of 1547 and during 1948- Late in 1948, however, It becai[»e evident that 
macy newspapers had failed to negotiate voluntary leases, and delays in the 
imposition of mandatory leases required a further step. Instructions were issued 
to impose mandatory contracts at once in all pending eases where it was clear 
that voluntary leases could not be negotiated iinmediately. In December 1943, out 
of the 5^ newspapers in the U.S. Zone and Berlin, all but 10 newspapers were 
publishing under lease contracts. It was expected that of the 10, at least 3 and 
perhaps more could be settled on a voluntaty basis- The rest were to be made 
mandatory before Jl January 194-9* i/ At tbo same tirae, liilttary Governuient, in

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anticipation of conditiona ■which would "be created by the Occupation Statute and 
with a solid nucleus of a damooratic press establlahed, terminated for newspapers 
eatabliahed in the future the property control and leaae^ion tract procedure. 
Surreys have shown that there is conaidereble printing equipment atill available 
for newspaper-publishing throughout the U.3. Zone for uae of future newspapers 
which may be established* 

All leases negotiated or imposed contain the provision for extension 
of the lease for an additional three^year period except In a few cases where a 
voluntary contract was ne^'otiated for more than the eight-ye&r total period or 
where the publisher was constructing his own plant and did not require the pro- 
vision to be included* ilost of the leases in question were negotiated in the fall 
of 1947 ajid in XSkB so that the tenure of the publisher is protected until about 
1955# By this tine It is expected that production of printing equipment in 
Germany will have greatly increased and the availability of plants or new con- 
struction will be greater. It is believed, too, that existing newapapera will be 
able successfully to meet competition from newly established newspaper*.

Policy Instruction Number 3 
to all Licensees in German Information Services 



1. General 

Military Government believes that free exchange of opinions and ideas is bflsic to the establish- 
ment in Germany of a democratic society in virhich the individual is conscious of his responsibilities. 
To this end it is the purpose of Military Government to ailow increasing freedoms and responsibilities 
in the information services at such time and in such measure as those responsible for the operation 
of information services give evidence of their readiness and their fitness to assume them. The length 
of the phases through which the German press, theater, pubishing industry^ etc-n must pass in order 
to qualify for complete freedom wLli therefore depend, in part, on the conduct of the licensees. Each 
licensee is thus a trustee for a vital part of Germany's future. In applying for and accepting a license, 
he has affirmed his intention to v/ork in the public interest, to the end that freedom under democracy 
may be attained. 

2. Freedom of Expression 

Freedoom of press and of speech is encouraged, subject to the neccessity for maintaimng military 
security and the interests of Allied Military Government and preventing Nazi. or militarist activity 
or propaganda. 

a) Maintenance of Military Security 

Dissemination of any type of news, information or editorial, which incites to riot or resistance to 
Military Government, jeopardizes the occupying troops, or otherwise endangers military security, is 
prohibited- 

b) Nazi and Militarist Propaganda 

Dissemination of Nazi and militarist propaganda, including the propagation of National Socialist 
or related "voelkisch' ideas, such as racism and race hatred, any Facist or anti-democratic ideas, 
and any militarist ideas, pan-Germanism and German imperialism is prohibited. 

c) Criticism of Military Government Policies or Personnel 

Dissemination of any type of news, information or editorial, which constitutes a malicious attack 
upon policies or personnel of Military Government, aims to disrupt unity among the Allies, or seeka 
to evoke the distrust and hostility of the German people against any Occupying Power, is pro- 
hibited. 

3. Equitable Opportunity for Expression of Varying Points of View 

Because of shortage of facilities and materials the number of licensees will necessarily be limited, 
Thereforef licensees will insure that equitable opportunity of expression is given all important 
parties and points of view, except when specifically exempted from this provision by the terms of 
their license, or when the.nature of the medium is such that political opinions are not ordinarily ex- 
pressed. 
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4. Selection of PersoDDel 

The licensee must select his personnel from among those whose past records show them to be 
capable of assistine in the building of a sounds democratic society in Gennany, Eligibility for emp- 
loyment shall be governed by the law for Liberation from National Socialism and Militarism ex- 
cept that under no condition will any person be employed in a policy-making, editorial or other 
position in which he substantially influences the information presented to the German people, who 
has been a proved or an avowed believer in Nazism or racial and militaristic creeds, an officer in 
any party formation or a member of any organization found to be a war criminal by the Internat- 
ional Military Tribunal, unless duly registered for such employment or granted special permission by 
the Office of Information Control. 

5. Permissible Source Material 

Licensees are permitted to use the ser/ices of foreign news and publishing agencies and other 
business enterprises licensed to do business in the U. S. Zone of Germany in accordance with the 
terms of their contracts with such agencies and enterprises. Subject to the provisions of German 
copyright law, licensees may quote or paraphrase from newspapers and periodicals licensed or other- 
wise authorized for sale or distribution within the U. S, Zone of Germany. Foreign radio broadcasts 
may likewise be quoted; in such cases the broadcast in question must be accurately transcribed 
and the transcription must be available for reference check. 

6. Responsibility in Ihe Use of Source Material 

Licensees will be held responsible for observance of all provisions of this instruction in the use 
of material from foreign sources. The fact that the material is contained in a news file or publication 
licensed or otherwise authorized to do business in the U. S. Zone of Germany in no way constitutes 
relief from this responsibility , The source of all news e>:cept local reporting will be clearly iden- 
tified. Where several sources are usedj the source of each portion of the article must be clearly 
indicated. Editorials and commentories must bear the name or initials of the author. News stories 
whose main appeal is sensational must be played in balance and not over-played at the expense of 
important but less sensational news. 

T- Violations of Instructions 

For violations of these instructions a licensee is subject to temporary limitation or suspension of 
his operations, or to revocation of his license. This action in no way prejudices the right of MiUtary. 
Government to take such other action and to administer such further penalties, including fine or 
'mprisonment, as the offense may warrant. 

e. This instruction supersedes ail previous policy instructions to licensees which have been issued.

2t The foUcwlng f^o^ftdnre will, untiil further potioo, be foilwed With 
roGpoct to the ratantion or taking of custody by Property Control of propertla* 
operated, or required for operation, by novspaper licensees of the Infonoation 
Control Division whioh are osmed by persons not affected by the lA« for Liberation 
from national Socialism and Kilitarlsm or who, being subject to the law^ hflTe 
been exonerated by denacifieation tribunals or have received sentences which did 
act include oonflsoation of property. The property of such an oimor will not be 
held in property control custody after the e^^eoutlon by such an oBnar of a voluntary 
lease agreemant as hereinafter deacrlbadB 

5a A voluntary lease between such an onnar and a newapapar llaensee of the 
Informf^tioa Control Diviaiou is to be preferred over a mandatory lease made between 
a property control custodian and e newspaper licensee. You will give every encourage. 
oBJxt and opportunity to suoh owners and newspeper licensees to enter into voluntary 
tcrftsmenta . A mandatory lease will not ba transacted un'^il it is clear that a 
voluntary laese is unobtainable. However^ if no volunbary leaao has been concluded 
by thirty (30) days after the lioonseeis first offer to negotiate a lease, then the 
presumption arisea that the otmer has no real intention of aoncludlng a voluntary 
lease end a mandatory (inroluntary) lease will be oojwladed forthwith by Military 
fiovararaant. The tenos and ^jonditioas of Tcluntftry leases will be detarriined by 
the agreement of the partis* to the lease except that the ainixum term of the 
lease shall bo ths same as 1« p7ovidod for in the cass of mandatory leasee* 'lYhare 
an oBiner having voluntarily entered Into a lease agreement violates the lease in 
suoh substantial manner as to constitute a breach of the contract of lease and as 
to Justify its rescission, property control custody may be ro-^aserted over the 
property and a mandatory lease thereupon made through a Property Control oustodiac.
